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Shannon Denny quizzes 
visionary local ‘jellymonger 
Sam Bompas, one half 
of the genius foodie duo 
Bompas & Parr, on the 
art of sublime dining »> 







S am Bompas and Harry Parr met at 

Eton. It’s unclear whether all the Eton 
Mess went to their heads, but today 
they make a living from serving food 
and drink known for its seriously 
transformative powers. Exploding 
wedding cakes and jelly landmarks are their stock 
in trade. As curators of spectacular culinary events, 
they tend to work on an architectural scale with 
cutting-edge technology. In the duo’s SE1 studio 
you’ll literally find the stuff that dreams are made of. 

Bompas & Parr fashioned the seven wonders of 
London as cake-inspired obstacles for a nine-hole 
mini golf course; built a 32-foot chocolate climbing 
wall at Alton Towers; a chocolate waterfall at 
Whiteleys Shopping Centre, and a walk-in cocktail 
where visitors inhaled a mist of vaporised gin and 
tonic. Sam took a break from all this to reveal what’s 
on his mind - and in his stomach. 

How did you two meet, and when did you go 
from being Sam and Harry to Bompas & Parr? 

Harry and I have known each other since we were 
kids playing in the same orchestra. We were both 
rubbish at music, but 
hot for food. Like most 
good ideas, Bompas & 

Parr was born in a pub. 

Back in 2007 Harry and 
I turned our backs on 
lucrative and sensible 
jobs to pursue a career 
in jelly. It was an absurd 
thing to do at the time, 
but it’s been a grand 
adventure. Over the last 
five years we’ve worked 
with neuroscientists, 
snake charmers, strippers 
and explosives experts 
flooding buildings with 
booze, creating walk-in clouds of cocktails and 
putting golf courses on the roof of Selfridges. 

Do you have any strong culinary memories 
from your youth? 

Childhood’s important. Visiting [the American- 
theme restaurant] Medieval Times aged six was key 
for me. The feast may have been ropey, but it was 
served by wenches. With two fully armoured men 
smashing each other with maces in front of you, 
it’s hard not to finish the meal on a high. It was an 
important lesson in dining as sensory assault. By 
creating a spectacle, they made the meal sublime. 

What’s your favourite jelly flavour? 

Fernet, Hennesy and Coke. A gentleman knows. 

How did you choose Flatiron Yard as your HQ? 

Our studio is between our two houses so the 
location is a matter of convenience. All the more 
so as it’s pretty much in central London, so its 
useful when de-rigging large scale installations 
late at night. 


When not feasting on your own wares, is there 
anywhere locally you rely on for victuals? 

For the most part our noses are to the grindstone 
- a great shame as this means Topps Pizza and the 
local newsagent benefit most from our business. 
Hardly fine dining, but it keeps us buzzed on a 
sugar, fat, salt high. Given the chance we escape 
to the Boot and Flogger [on Redcross Way], the 
UK’s only venue allowed to serve alcohol without 
license. The owner is a freeman of the city and 
vintner, so he gets a special dispensation. 

What’s your tipple of choice? 

At the moment we’re obsessed with Hot Spiced 
Guinness. It stomps all over mulled wine. You 
effectively mull the Guinness with a splash of rum, 
honey, ginger, cardamom and an armful of other 
spices. Always a winner. 

Your new book is called Feasting. Of all the 
recipes in the book, which is most deserving 
of a shiny best-in-show trophy? 

Undoubtedly the majestic Bush of Crayfish with 
Viking Herbs, a dish that demands respect. 

If you were given a 
powerful recipe for 
the Corpse Reviver 
cocktail that could 
actually raise the 
dead, what dinner 
party guests would 
you deploy it on? 

Most of our food heroes 
are dead so this would 
be an excellent chance 
to feast with them: 
Vincent Price, horror 
actor and connoisseur; 
Josephine Baker, rights 
activist, spy, banana 
dancer; PT Barnum, showman, mermaid importer; 
Aelister Crowley, mountaineer, Satanist, mixologist. 

What would you say are the biggest 
occupational hazards you face? 

Having flooded a building with over four tonnes 
of cognac-based punch that you can boat across, 
having ‘too much fun’ is certainly a danger. 

We walk the line every day. 

What disasters have you had to overcome? 

We’ve had a couple chocolate emergencies. When 
building the mighty Mt Rocky - a chocolate-based 
climbing wall - there was an exciting moment 
when our four-tonne chocolate tank split and 
began oozing a thick chocolate flow headed in the 
direction of a protected lake. Happily the hazardous 
materials team was deployed and disaster averted. 

As ‘architectural foodsmiths’ have you ever 
been injured in the line of duty? 

Well, Harry’s hair’s gone grey over the last year. 
Some of the builds have been pretty full on.

Flooding the roof of Selfrigdes to build a vast 
boating lake and float-up bar for the Truvia Voyage 
of Discovery required 40 men working through the 
night for three days to cany up 10 tonnes of custom 
cut steel. If we hadn’t laid it down, Selfridges could 
have collapsed under the weight of our lake. 

Do you always feel a lot of pressure when 
feeding friends at home? 

I think most people are pretty grateful when 
someone else cooks for them. So there’s no need 
to be worried; our friends will take what they can 
get. That’s the whole point of our book Feasting - 
anyone can cook a savage and delightful meal with 
minimal effort. You just have to have a few tricks 
up your sleeve, know how to insult your guests with 
flowers, and have learnt the secret of presentation 
(lots of glowsticks and silverware from the market). 

What’s the most underrated food in Britain? 

At the moment we are focusing on putting fruit 
salads back on every table as part of Kew’s edible 
plants festival this summer. The recipes we have 
are fruity live wires. 

What’s your own personal comfort food? 

Harry’s is the sophisticated flambe banana while 
my spirit animal is the pig. 

And is there a current food trend that you 
would like to abolish? 

Hearing people drone on about foraging is really 
draining. Humanity has spent millennia developing 
the distribution networks, techniques and 
technologies to have out-of-season food grown and 
shipped all over the world. In many cases this is far 
less energy intensive than individuals heading out to 
the wild in their (polluting) car for a trendy forage. 

Jamie Oliver overhauled school dinners. What 
needs the Bompas & Parr treatment? 

Museum food - each mouthful has a tale to tell. 

With the right choreography your meal can be 
a dinner adventure articulating the focus of the 
museum. We’d love to build a blast furnace at the 
Natural History Museum to cook with lava. It would 
beat a wood-fired pizza oven hands down. 

Finally, what’s on the cards for 2013? 

The jelly is still a strong theme. Each week we 
work on several jelly commissions and there’s still 
more to explore with the medium. And the future? 
2013’s pretty busy. First up is an ice project with 
scanLAB who voyaged to the Arctic to survey the 
disappearing iceflows. We’ll be providing visitors 
to their show at the Architecture Association with 
Talisker-based lollies. They’ll be exact scale replicas 
of the ice flows they scanned so you can run your 
tongue over the grooves of the disappearing forms 
of Arctic ice. We’re also getting fruity with a major 
installation turning the lake opposite Kew’s listed 
Palm House into a giant fruit salad. }

V alentine’s Day doesn’t have 
to mean roses. Fran Bailey, 
owner of The Fresh Flower 
Company in East Dulwich has plenty 
of gorgeous ways to say ‘I love you’. 

“We do offer red roses, which of 
course come in beautiful varieties 
and lovely colours,” explains Bailey, 
“but I’d recommend spring flowers 
because they’re so much prettier and 
make a more thoughtful Valentine 
declaration. There’s nothing more 
romantic than a huge bunch of 
scented white narcissus or a delicate 
posy of duck egg blue grape hyacinths 
tied with a simple bow.” 

Moving from Yorkshire to London 
20 years ago, floristry is clearly in her 
blood as her father is a horticulturalist 
and grower who came to England 
from Holland in thel950s. 

“I was fortunate to grow up 
surrounded by beautiful flowers in 
York where we lived and I gained 
lots of experience and knowledge 
because I helped out at the nursery,” 
enthuses Bailey. “I decided to study 
Landscape Design and trained at 
Horticultural College in Wales, but 
swapped courses when I realised that 
my real passion was floristry.” 

The move to London proved 
successful when Bailey began 
freelancing with some great florists 
including Ming Veevers, Marcia Hurst 
and Fallulah Rouse, before setting up 
her own company in 1999. 

“At first I worked from a business 
unit in Wandsworth and focused 
on weddings, parties and corporate 
events,” she remembers. “I decorated 
some lovely and interesting venues 
including St Paul’s Cathedral, The 
National Portrait Museum and Tower 
Bridge. Living in East Dulwich though, 
I had my eye on Northcross Road 
as I could see how it was evolving. 

And when the perfect shop came 
up for rent, it seemed like a great 
opportunity to go into retail and 
I knew if I didn’t do it, someone 
else would!” 

Keen to keep up both sides of 
the business, Bailey moved from 
Wandsworth to a unit in Camberwell 
and now manages to work at the unit 
and the shop, depending on where 
she is most needed. 

“The corporate events are exciting 
and challenging,” she says. “That’s 
what takes us to places like The Globe 
where we recently decorated the 
set for Twelfth Night. An authentic

I’m very influenced by the Dutch, 
taking my inspiration from nature 
and working with flowers in a simple 
and natural way.

I’m also lucky to work 
with an amazing team who’ve all had 
great careers with other florists in 
London, so we inspire each other.” 

Bailey sources her flowers not only 
from the London Flower Market, 
but from local independent growers 
and directly from Holland. 

“I buy from the London Flower 




Market three to four times a week, 
but I’m very keen to support local 
growers such as a particular co¬ 
operative called Flowers From The 
Farm in Kent, as seasonal flowers are 
a very important part of the company 
ethos. Many of our customers prefer 
seasonal flowers too, especially 
brides, which we can do through the 
spring and summer and into early 
autumn. I also like to buy Dutch 
flowers directly from the supplier 
as they are very good quality and 
long lasting.” 

With Christmas wreaths and 
garlands now a distant memory, 

Bailey is preparing for a busy February 
14th and will be recommending 
seasonal bouquets including pretty 
hand-tied posys of ranunculus, tulips 
and scented narcissus, mixed vintage 
coloured roses with herbs and garden 
foliage, and heart-shaped wreaths 
of garden roses with dried lavender. 

Saying it with flowers has never 
been simpler or more stylish with 
Bailey and her team at The Fresh 
Flower Company, but what would her 
perfect Valentine’s Day bouquet be?

As the Listed Property Show comes to London Olympia, Living South 
discovers the delights and challenges of living with guidelines... 


Your home is your castle, yours to do with as you 
please, to mould into your dream habitat... well, 
that’s how the theory goes. Those living in listed 
properties, or perhaps considering buying one, while 
likely the envy of many, may have a few compromises 
to make. Fortunately, the Listed Property Show 
rolls into town this month to give those in need 
of guidance a helping hand. 

A listed property is one that is included on a 
national register as a property of architectural or 
historical importance, with a style and character that 
must be maintained to certain standards by the owner. 
And often, therein lies the problem... 

The Listed Property Show, organised by the Listed 
Property Owners’ Club and running 16-17 February, 
provides practical advice, tips and information from 
more than 100 specialist suppliers in architecture, 
craftsmen and ‘caring’ builders. There will also 
be practical demonstrations in woodcarving and 
plasterwork, as well as interactive talks by English 


Heritage and the opportunity for one-to-one 
conversations with Conservation Officers. 

So is life on the national register really all drafty sash 
windows and creaky floorboards? Not at all. Living 
South quizzes a local listed property owner and an 
architect on their experiences with listed properties. 

The architect 

Open London architecture, which grew from a 
Blackheath office into a central London practice, 
created this jaw-droppingly beautiful Grade Il-listed 
late Regency villa in Westcombe Park. Directors 
Neel Dakshy and Huw Burgess talk us through it. 

What was the brief for this project? 

The owners wanted a guest room facility in the 
basement, including a family cinema room, chill out 
space, laundry room and temperature-controlled wine 
cellar. On the upper floors we provided bedrooms 
with en suites, walk-in wardrobes, a gym and home 
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office. All this required careful space planning and 
detailing to retain listed features while discretely 
hiding all the services and cabling. 

Original features seemingly command a 
traditional look, but this home is bright and 
contemporary. How do you make traditional and 
contemporary features work together like that? 

You need to respect the existing features, but enhance 
them through complimentary and sensitive new 
design. Historic buildings can often suffer from a lack 
of daylight, so here we’ve tracked the path of the sun 
throughout the day and designed in borrowed light 
in key locations. 

And how do you incorporate modern 
technologies? 

The house was designed to be ‘intelligent’ with all 
the latest remote-controlled audio-visual, media 
communications, air conditioning, and services, 
which required a ventilated control room and 
plant room, so all the cabling and pipework had 
to be zoned and hidden in walls and floors without 
affecting the listed elements. 


can protect what the authority considers a high 
priority. You also have to know if features are missing 
and, if so, demonstrate you are improving and 
reinstating features. This allows you to kind of plea 
bargain and trade-off proposals the client requires. 

Are you for modernising or keeping it traditional? 

Generally speaking we keep the outside fabric of the 
building intact and create the ‘wow’ factor internally. 

Do you have any advice for those thinking 
of renovating a listed property? 

Employ a consultant to guide you through the 
process; have excellent documentation and detailed 
working drawings, and work with a contractor with 
good references. >>>

The resident 

Jane Sullivan lives in the Grade IP listed Hamilton 
House in Greenwich, an elegant seven-bedroom 
detached residence built in 1735. 

How did you come to live at Hamilton House? 

The property was being sold as a ‘loss-making hotel’. 
We bought it thinking that, while we could continue to 
run it as a hotel, we could always eventually convert 
it into a private residence and triple its market value. 
And that proved to be the case. We ran it as a hotel 
for some six years, then triggered Plan B in November 
2005 and it has been our family home since. 

Did you have any qualms about taking it on? 

Yes. It had 26 injunctions listed against it when we 
bought it - all for infringements of Listed Building and 
Planning regulations. Our solicitors were at pains to 
point out the dangers of proceeding with the purchase. 

What are the joys of living in such a home? 

As soon as you come into the warm, wood-panelled 
hallway you feel settled and at home. The size gives 
a lot of freedom to guests who can find their own 
space or be with others when they so wish. The 
grandchildren are forever playing hide-and-seek, 
treasure hunts and putting on plays. 

What are some of the original features you love? 

Every room is panelled, there are enormous Georgian 
windows making it extremely light, and there’s a 
beautiful walled garden from 1734. It also has a 


beautiful staircase and balcony, and the drawing 
room has an original marquetry-type floor with 
lots of different woods, including ebony. 

What renovations have you undertaken? 

We have mended the roof, done woodwork to 
maintain various windows, repaired the precious 
drawing room floor and relaid the original tessellated 
hallway floor. 

What were some of the challenges you faced? 

A leak from the roof meant water running down the 
inside of the walls and behind the panelling, slowly 
rotting away the beams where they were embedded 
in the walls. Dry rot resulted and we had to take 
down, repair and restrengthen the south-east corner 
of the house right down to the ceiling of the first floor 
and replace it. It was a massive undertaking involving 
shoring up the external walls and rebuilding them. 

You have a modern fitted kitchen - how do you 
make contemporary features work? 

The old and the new can live together. The 
contemporary features are specially chosen, do 
not incorporate plastics and, although of modern 
design, are made of oak and steel. Secondly, they are 
framed in the revealed vaulted brick structure of the 
basement, which is where the kitchen is situated. 

Generally speaking, are you for modernising 
old homes or keeping things traditional? 

I’m for keeping the historically interesting features, 
otherwise why would you buy an older property? 

In practical areas, like bathrooms and kitchens, we 
believe in updating, but using traditional materials. 

Do you have any advice for those thinking 
of renovating their listed home? 

Start by envisioning your dream and how you feel 
things should be, then embark on one of the most 
enriching and exciting projects of your life... even 
though it will completely empty your piggy bank! }
